In Talladega county the heroine la 


called "Molly Grady." A correspondent 
of the Sunny South prints an inter- 
view with her that ought to be read 
aloud at city women's club meetings. 
Tbe story would be so refreshing. 


The interviewer found that Molly 


Grady had bad charge of Talladega 
jail six years, and no prisoner escaped 
during her term. She is "deeply in 
earnest," and that accounts for much 
of her greatness. The way she got her 
regular appointment was through frus- 
trating an attempted jail delivery. 
That is so good a story it must be told 
by itself. Molly's brother, wrongfully 
accused, it turned out, was a prisoner 
In Talladega jail.

Tbe 3an'» Distance. 


In order to calculate the linear veloc- 


ity of tbe earth in its orbit we must 
first know its distance from the sun. 
If we can measure the earth's velocity, 
the sun's distance can be computed. If 
the velocity can be determined with 
great accuracy, tbe resulting value of 
tho sun's diatauco is proportionately 
precise. The methods of spectroscopy 
lyive been so far improved that we are 
withlu measurable distance of deter- 
mining the solar parallax by spectra- 
scopic observations. If any star near 
the zodiac be observed with the spec- 
troscope at the two seasons when its 
longitude differs from that of the sun 
by 90 degrees, we can deduce not only 
the velocity of the star, but also the 
mean velocity of tho earth in its orbit. 
Spectroscope observations of stellar ve- 
locity in the line of sight are now so 
good that the value of the solar dis- 
tance which may be had on the princi- 
ple described- is at least of tho same 
order of accuracy as values derived 
from older methods.—Evangelist.
